Anyway,  when  Zappa  s  first 
album.  Freak  Out!  came  out,  it  was 
known  as  an  underground  album  with 
"no  commercial  potential  Early  Zappa 
was  not  nearly  as  organized  as  his  pre¬ 
sent  sound  but  the  elements  were 
there  on  "Who  Are  the  Brain  Police, 
"Help  I'm  a  Rock,"  "Hungry  Freaks 
Daddy",  and  “You're  Probably  Wonder¬ 
ing  Why  I  m  Here.  On  Absolutely  Free, 
Zappa  did  more  off  the  wall  classics 
like  "Brown  Shoes  Dont  Make  It  and 
the  "Ritual  Dance  of  the  Young 
Pumpkin,"  He  went  through  a  lot  of 
changes  and  his  tight  sounds  are  now 
even  more  bizarre.  Grab  ahold  of  Over- 
Nite  Sensation  and  listen  to  Dinah- 
Moe  Humm  and  you'll  understand. 
There  have  been  a  lot  of  people  who 
came  directly  from  under  Zappas 
tutelege  or  at  least  his  record  division. 

Alice  Cooper  was  discovered  by  FZ. 
.Alice  is  maybe  a  little  too  commercial 
now.  but  Love  It  to  Death  and  even  their 
second  LP,  Easy  Action  contain  many 
moments  of  ins  a-n  e  genius. 
"Refrigerator  Heaven"  and  the  grip¬ 
ping  “Ballad  of  Dwight  Fry"  haven't 
been  matched  by  AC  since. 

Captain  Beefheart  also  got  a  push 
from  Zappa  His  music,  if  it  can  really 
be  called  that,  is  really  strange.  I  c?n. 
only  stand  to  listen  to  maybe  one  side  •. 
of  a  Beefheart  album  at  a  time  because 
it's  so  weird  With  album  titles  like  Safe 
as  Milk,  Trout  Mask  Replica,  and  Lick 
My  Decals  Off,  Baby,  you  can  maybe 
get  the  idea. 

An  album  that  you'll  probably  never’ 
find  anywhere  was  done  by  a  bunch  of 


groupies  under  Zappas  direction. 
Girl’s  Together  Outrageously  or  GTO 

was  what  they  were  called  and 
wellworth  listening  to  if  you  can  find 
the  LP  Like  I  said,  it's  pretty  rare. 

David  Peel  and  the  Lower  East  Side 
only  did  three  albums  but  they  were  all 
pretty  funny.  Peel  s  voice  is  only  slight¬ 
ly  better  than  Beefheart  s.  but  he  still 
manages  to  teach  you  something  about 
the  English  language  and  its 
"useages  " 

-Finally,  there  are  the  Fugs.  Ed  San¬ 
ders,  Tuli  Kupferberg.  and  Ken  Weaver 
put  together  some  of  the  most  insane 
music  ever  recorded.  Their  music  ran 
from  musical  versions  of  William  Blake 
to  a  "National  Haiku  Contest"  on  It 
Crawled  Into  My  Hand  Honest.  Their 
way  songs  on  Tenderness  Junction  are 
unrivaled  for  perverse  grossness. 
Some  thing  about  shattered  ganglions 
dripping  from  a  dead  man's  spine  I 
think.  Ed  Sanders  later  got  into  a  coun¬ 
try  music  thing  which  was  actually  an 
even  funnier  medium  for  his  humor  on 
Sander's  Truckstop  and  Beer  Cans  on 
the  Moon.
